Sogar beots will grow just as good
in Wayne county as anywhere in the
United States, It is not only 4 profit-
able vegetable to raise but it will aid
in advancing the fertility of the soll.

Uncle S8am is a great advocate of
the sugar beet and he urges every
farmer In his domaln to ralse the su-
gar beet #t home, If the farmer
will agree to ralse the beet the
Greater Honesdale Board of Trade
will provide a way to convert the
vegetable into sugar.

“The average Amerlcan consumes
Celghty-two pounds f sugar each
year,” says the report, “dnd only ten
pounds of that ration s 20w produc-
ed in this counntry. +4 Parmurs of
this county should keep that money
at home, in other words, put It In
thelr own pockets, and the Depart-
ment of Agriculture has been trying
for sixteen years to show them how
and to induce them to do so.”

Although the crops of sugar beets
dave Increased from 81,729 short
tons In 1889, to more than 700,000
short tons, Secretary Wilson belleves
that even betier showings should be
made, for he holds that the best in-
dustry has established its worth,
He would have one mlilion extra
acres planted in the coming year In
order that the amount now imported
might be kept out by the home-
grown product.

EGGS FROM HENNERY TO
EATER BY PARUELS POST.

N. Y. Women Start Work on Plan to
Eliminate Middlemen,

New York, Dec. 31.—Apples, fresh
eggs and gountry butter, direct from
the farm to the housewife by parcels
post, to reach half a willion homes in
New York and its environs—¢thls s
the newest plan, announced to-day,
of ‘Mrs. Julian Heath, president of
the National Housewives' League.
Mrs. Heath says her plan will become
operative January 1, when the malls
are opened to parcels post packages.

Mrs. Heath's plan to eliminate the
middleman involved the creation of &
registry committee, which has begun
listing all farmers within the ffty-
mile zone.

The resultant economy, Mrs. Heath
belfeves, will be dual, innsmuch as
the farmers will recelve more for
thelr produce than they -now receive
from dealers, and the consumers will
get fresh food st lower prices than
those now charged.

Similar registry bureaus will be
opened Wednesday in the principal
c:tlﬁudur the country, Mrs. Heath de-
clhred.

STATE REVENUE INCREASE.
Harrleburg.—The blennial raport
of Becretary of the Commonwealth
Thomas McAfee shows a revenue for
two years of §1,290,646.64 of which
$1,043,991.92 cmme from bonus on
incorporations and increases of stock
or debt. Durlng the two years 3,-
067 corporations were chartered un-
der the general incorporation act to-
gethar with forty-eight railronds, 156
bullding and loan assoclutions, thir-
ty-one insuranee companiey, twenty-
eélght natural gas companies and six-
teen banks. In the same period 1,
282 justices of the peace were com-
anissloned and 8,610 autarles publie,
while 7,088 nurses were registered.
In all 3 607 election papers were
filed, 2, 182 ‘being nominating peti-
tions, of which the aulk were enter-
ed in 1912,

INSTITUTE

Interesting Hmiun- Saturday

Court House — Many Farmers |

Present—Topics  of  Vital Ime- '
portance Discussed,

The Wayne County Farmers” In-|
gtitute was held In the court house
here Saturday morning, afternoon|
and evening under the ausplces of the
Department of Agriculture of Penn-
s¥lvania, There were about a hun-
dred of Wayne county's Jforemost
[armers and dairymen at each of the
meetings. There was u scattering of
women among the audlence. Al-}
though the number present was small
comparatively, it was composed of
répresentative men and the meetings
were detlared to have been very en-
couraging and many interesting fac ta)
were obtained.

The meeting was opened by Mr. W,

E. Perham, chairmuan, of Pleasant
Mount.
Burgess T. A. McOarty gave a

brief opening address Lo the farmers
present in which he extended, In the
name of the people of the Lorough of
Honesdale, a cordial weleceme. He
expressed a deslre to see two blades
of grass grow where one had growan
before and he sald this could only ba
done by applying stlentific methods
to farming,

D. H. Watts, of Kerrmoor, Pa., o
cupled a short time with a few re-
marks on the Ilmportance of farmers’
Institutes, until the speakers listed
for the morning program arrived.
He said that It was very encouraging
to Lee o many present at these mest-
Inge a8 they were very lmportant to
everyone, He spoke of the concerted
actlon which Is necessary to the suc-
cess of the meetings, That a firm-
ers’ institute was not a loxislu\ure
or a place for political argumbnt
Everybody came for business. ‘He
spoke of the state being divided into
five sections and how groups of three
or four men had charge of the meet-
Ings held in these sections, five in-
stitutes being conducted at the same
time, Mr. Watts introduced the oth-
er two speakers. Dr. J. D. Detrich of
Chatham, N, Y., a renouned dairy
man who c¢#ine here under the direc-
tion of the Borden company. How-
ard Mitman, of Hellertown, was the
first speaker on the morning pro-
gram, Hls subject was “Water, The
Greatest Thing on the Farm.'" Mr.
Mitman gave a highly interesting ad-
dress on the origin, forms and uses
of water on a farm. The farm well
watered simplifies farming problems,
South of the Lehigh river there s
plenty of water; juet north of it and
stretching to the Blue mountains are
the so-called dry lands. There water
is conspicuous by its absence, The
people there have to drive
c¢ittle maoy miles to glve them wa-
ter. The land is rolling and «¢om-
paratively level., People adopt them-
gselves to conditions, He went on to
explain that water freezes at 22 de-
grees Fehrenheit and that 32 degs.
is the melting point of fce and the
point where waler expands. In a
heavy [all of snow there s consider-
able nitrogen brought down and de-
pogited in the soll If the snow does
not melt away two rapidly.

Frost 1s Impossible without water.
The deep freezing of last winter for
the first time In five years has made
the Tarm lands more fertile this yvear.
Farms are always more fertlle after
a hard winter, In speaking of the
amount of water used by plant life
he sald that a field of alfalfa pumps
up from the soll In the course of It=
growth about 860 tons of water. It
requires that amount of water to
produce a field of dry hay. He ex-
plained the drying up process of
plant life. The talk was very in-
structive and |nteresting,

Dr, J. D, Detrich, of Chatham, N.
Y., wis the next speaker of the morn-
ing. He was sent here under the di-
rection of the Borden Milk Company
and is engaged in doing field work.
He sald that two years ago he was
here and talked about dairying. He
Is now engaged In dalrying and has
under his charge one hundred dairy
farms,. He advised farmers to put
thelir farms in shape, clear away all
trash and make the lands fertile.
He sald that there was not much in
the ldea of rotatlon of crops, and that
instead of belter, farms were getting
poorer and poorer évery year. What
they need s the right kind of atten-
tion and then they will grow a crop.
“There 1s wmothing In seasons for
growing crops,” he said. It makes
no g¢ifference whether it is a wet or
dry season if the land is in condition.
We do not build our houses to stand
only in the summer time but expect
them to shelter us in the rains and
storms of winter.

It 18 & good iden to make two
blades of grasa grow where one grew
before but 1 want each farmer to|
make it four instead of two, BStop
pasturing the sail. Keep the cows
in the barn, They tramp down the
goll and mnke it hard so that no air
can reach the roots of the grain, I
the crop can get alr and food there
will be no trouble. I do not belleve
any man can afford {o pasture a cow,

In planting peas with oats put the
pens in deep and sprinkle oats on top
with only a shallow covering, The
trouble wi*h most farmers, Dr. De-
trich sald, was that they Insisted
their farms would mot yleld a crop
instead of golng at it the right way
lo get & crop,

Glve the very best of everything to
the cow, It needs the best to give
the best milk. Do not plow the feld
in the fall. The fleld vesds & blenket
just as well as a horse or a cow. We
have all stopped fall plowing and we
get results. Tt Is not because we
have betier soll than Wayne county
but because of the way we do It and
go about it. It Is expensive to ploy
tndor & fleld In the fall

VOCABULARY OF A CHILD.

A Three-Year-Old Who Knows 1800
Words Not Extraordinary.

I believe that most parents great-
ly underestimate the mnumber of
words that are used by their ¢hil-
dren, observes a writer in the Amer-
fcan Magazine. The only way to get
a child’'s speaking vocabulary 18 to
go after it with pencil and paper and
religiously to set down his words,
one by one, not for a day or for sev-
eral days, but for several weeks.

When durlng the course of a din-
ner table conversation I asked how
many words an ordinary every-day
3-year-old boy could use, the first
of my friends “guessed" 160 words;
his estimate was greetad with deris-
fon by the other, who declared:

Oh, pshaw! Pifty words would
cover the vocabulary of the brightest
3-year-old you ever knew.

Needless to add that by assartion
that my own youngsters at that age
actunlly used by couont 1771 different
words was the occasion ecommisera-
tlon of the fond but deluded parent.

However, this voeabulary is on
record in detail. (Pedagogical Bemi-
nary, March, 1808), and the inguisi-
tive render may learn there that it is|
by no means the largest vocabulary
that has ‘been reported, though to bhe
sure probably above the average per-
formanoce,

In the 20-o0dd published voecabul-
aries we find that children from 16
to 19 months are using from 60 to
232 words that 2-year-old chlldren
are using from 110 to 1227 words,
and that the vocabulary Increases
rapldly from that time on. It Is per-
fectly sale to assert that the average
S.vear-old chlild mukes use of 1000
words,

The present vocabulary was gssem-
bled in 28 blank sheets, one for each
letter, and for 10 days prior to hls
third birthday recorded words as
fast as we lheard them used, We
next added those words which we
knew had been used previously, but
which had not ohanced to appear
during this record. In each Instance
we framed up conversation that
would Involve the use by R, of the
word in guestlon in order to make
sure that the word was still known
and could bé properly used.

Finally wa turned to the several
published wocabularies of ohildren
and found a large number of words
that had not been recorded by aither
of the first two methods, thess were
gimllarly tested before they were
included.

Even after all these devices had
been exhausted, we doubtless missed
a number of words, as several terms
appeared during the next fow woah
